The History of 
WHITE NEGROES. 


} HE firft that we hear of thefe creatures among 
Englifhmen is under the Feudal government; thie 
{pirit of which was remarkebly adapted to transtorm 
the lower clafies of people into this race of beings. 
Se that foon after the eftablithment of the Feudal 
Syftemt we find that the great landholders confider- 
cd ticir tenants as vaffals or flaves, and uled to 
tranfrt them with the foil by fale or conveyance. 
But this transformation was fo rapid, violent, and 
complete, being cftected by mere force of the feudal 
inflicuticn (which, being of a military nature, was 
very entrgetic) and without any of that inftinctive 
or fpontancous tendency towards the white nezro 
Iikenets, which appears in tiofe of our people who 
are tending that way; that it occafoned great and

Thefe methods they 
well kuew would maxe whitenegroes, fuficient in 
nuniber, and of the moft profitable kind, whene-. 
ver they could raite the debt fo high that ali the 
wealthy people, or to fpeak more properly, the matt- 
ers, could lay out as much as they chofe to purch 

aie inte the national funds; whereby they might to 
manage ths fpecies Of property a> to keep it ow 
compound intereft, and at the fame tine have natio- 
nal iccurity for it. “Lhey iound this method much 
more proiitable than importing blacks from Africa 
for their own ufe: accordingly, though they have 
dealt largely in the Atrican flave trade, yet they 
have prohibited the ufe of black flaves in their own 
reaim, and fold their blacks in other places. This 
fecond attempt fucceeded to thei: wifhes; but the 
fuccefs was altogether cwing tothe moft artful ma- 
nagement ; for they not only manage: 
ted. but they oftentibly

cordingly. ‘Together with this, they took care to 
infpire their aves with fanciful, delutive notions of 
Englith Liberty—taught them to conn*é the ideas, 
of flavery only with monarchy, and on this account 
to defpife their neighbours the French, as flaves. 
They alfo allowed them tweive holidays annually, 
to drink and revel in the moft diffipated, diforderly 
manner; and by contriving to have their general 
cleétions on the holidays, they found it an eafy mat- 
ter to fill up the houfe of commons with fuch as had 
been previoufly cicéted im te cabsnct of the mafters 
to carryon this white-negro-making bufinets. 

In thefe ftates this transformation of men bas 
been effected im a furprifingly ditterent manner ; and 
at a very fortunate time too ; Juft when many « 
our blacks had obtained their freedom in the war, 
and the reft grown uneafy and unprofitable by be- 
heiding manyof their breth en return trom a ¢-ori-

about fourteen millions ot pouncs (a iam very iit 

tie larger than the annual intereit ot the Britith narr- 
onal debt) and Congrets forefeeing a very favourab.c 
opportunity to pay it off by funding it and laying. 
an impoft on foreign articles, which the Britith them- 
ielves were ready to pour in upon usin the greateft 
profufien at the firft dawn of peace ; thought to pay 
iroif eafily, {peedily, and ina manner that would 
he attended with little or no direét taxation: and in 
a way the eatieft for the labouring claffes of people, 
and brigg the burden in full proportion on thofe who 
are able to coniume foreign luxuries and cewgaws. 
lconfets this feems to have been rather impolitic in 
Congrcis, as our blacks werein a fair wav to appre- 
ciate foon to the ftate of freemen—as it was at a 
juncture when the operation of fuch a plan might 





forever have prevented every kind of fiavery in theiec 
{tates—and as it feems to have been the defign of na- 
ture, that cne part of mankind in moft countries, 
and eipevially in this, fhould be flaves to the other. 
However, om the promulgation of the plan, there 
appeared in the cc untry, in the northern fhates eipe-

State Preachers, whote pol t eal Deity 
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the heaven in which they placed him was a 
new-iangled democracy of their own ima- 
ginations; in which newher he nor his mi-« 
niftring {pirits had a whit more power, au- 
thority or reipeétability, than the meanett 
of his creatures—the preachers themitelves 
Were the guardian angels—Congreis their 
demons—Government their purgatory— 
Public Faith their anpardonable fin—the 
change abovementioned their converfion— 
and this kind of white-negro-ilavery their 
perfeverance in grace. 

By thefe means the principal of the pub- 
lic debt depreciated to about a fourth or 
fifth part of its nominal value, and all the 
tatercit paid on it is by direét taxation; or 
in other words, by the fweat of our white 
negro brows. The poorer fort of thofe who 
had been in public fervice, and could not 
hold the public notes, have been greatly 
wronged. All this however has been fo far 
from helping the white negroes, that it has 
increafed their bondage three or four fold: 
for by this amazing depreciation of our pub- 
lic fecurities, their matters, the rich, are 
able to buy them up at fuch a rate as to get 
fifteen per cent yearly intereit on the money 
they lay out for public notes. “Tis true all 
Tauks of people have an equal right to buy 
and hold the fecurities, IF THEY CAN; 
but there is the difficulty ; to hold notes 
azainft the public is the fame —_ as to 
hire out money to individuals; and none 


‘but the rich or forehanded can doit, howe- 


Ver great the advantage. Befidesthe mait- 
ers can eafily fo manage this kind of proper- 
ty as to gain not only afteen per cent annu- 
ally, but compound intereft at the fame rate 
by exchanging their certificates for intereé 

at the end of each year, for public notes on 
intereit ; by which they have alfo this farth- 
er advantage, that as their certifigates for 
intereft go in payment of rates, it caufes 
their pricc to be much higher than that of 
any notes that are not become payable, and 
double or triple to thofe that have to run fe- 
veral years; and as the canker-worm IN- 
TEREST, is their objeét, they make a 
great faving too in holding the notes in 
their own hands when they come to appreci- 
ate by time of payment commencing. 

I have a neighbour who lives on a farm, 
which with his buildings and ftock is worth 
1000h-—at the clofe of the war he fold an out 
farm for 400]. in cath, with which he 
bought izool. in public fecurities which 
became payable in 1783. The firftyearhe 
drew 72]. in certificates for intereft, equal 
to 54}. incafh. This enormous intereft he 
told me was as good to him as the fervice of 
nine negroes (meaning blacks) for faid he, 
mo man can make negroes worth more to 
him than fix pounds a year (recxoning only 
2s many years to one flave as they are com- 
monly ble to do manly labour) confidering 
tie cof of buying or railing, together with 





vidtualling, cloathing and fupporting them 
in age and under caiual infirmities. Howe- 
ver, with sol. of his ceftyfitatés for intereft 
he bought rol. more of notes which were 
to run jeveral years The other 22j. he 
made his white flaves work out in order to 
pay their rates ; fome work’d them out at 
the nominal! value—others boafted of having 
overreached their matter, by getting them 
for a little lefs. The next year he drew 781. 
in certificates for intereft, equal to 541. in 
cafh, and as good ag nine and 2 negroes.— 
By purluing this lise of conduct three years 
Only, his intereft on his public fecurities of 
courfe became about as muclr as the fervice 
of eleven negroes, while the principal am- 
ounted up to 1500). in nominal value. 
By this time the profits of his farm on which 

he lived, With his ftock &c. enabled him to 

buy 1s5o0l. more of public fecurities. His 

annual-interett monies now became about as 

good as 22 flaves. He told me farther, that 

he intended to continue on in the fame way 

as near as he could, till all his notes fhould 

appreciate by being near or quite out, and 

tiilthe flates thould begin to pay intereit on 

final fettlement notes ; and take an oppor- 

tunity before they appreciated much if any, 

and fell his farm, flock, and public notes, 

and lay the whole out to buy final fettlement 

notes, and then move on toa farm of land 

which he owns in the weftern country -—— 

and he computed from experience that by 

the clofe of the year 1789, his intereit-mo- 

nies would be as valuable yearly as the la- 

bour of 250 blacks. 

It ieems proper in this. place to obferve, 
that the laft emiffion of bills by this ftate, 
ferved as afmall body of auxiliaries in effec- 
ting this good work of manufacturing white 
flaves, for it depreciated to five for one,— 
was then hoarded up by the rich, and has 
fince appreciated to two for one ; by which 
three fifths have become clear gain to the 
matters. 

This transformation of men takes place 
chiefly among the lo clafles of people, 
and begins wath a ftrange kind of politcal 
hypochondriac, tending however in the 
courfe of it, rather to madnefs than low de- 
jected fpirits. It begins by figns of general 
uneafinefs, affecting the mind only, and 
that without the leaft apparent caufe. They 
pretty foon begin toapprehend danger from 
thofe they call great men, and are proporti- 
onably fond of fools, They are particular- 
ly jealous of the very men they have depu- 
ted to ferve them in public ftations. They 
begin to taik wildly of the vaitand danger- 








ous powers of Congrefs—of the danger of 


entrufting power to docither good or hurt, 
any where but ia the nands of the people— 


Where the fymptoms are violent, they are 
tormented day and t | the-esuntry 
fhould be undone by our toreign ambaffadors 
—At the dame time that thele imaginary ev- 











ils feem to have full poffeflion of them, they 
run on in the moit incoherent difcourfes 
conceivable on politics at large: dvelling 
however, chiefly on thofe branches which 
they know leait about. While thefe delufive 
notions haunt them they are remarkably 
infenfible to objeéts of real danger, however 
great, and moit of all fo in retpeé to the 
deranged ftate of our public affairs at large, 
—the unfunded Rate of our debt— and con- 
fequent fluctuating, depreciated fate of cur 
public fecuritics ; though thele are the real 
caufes which are effecting this ras sua 
change onthem. About this time they be- 
gin to fhew that gregarious diipofition, ap- 
parent in feveral other orders of animals; 
whom nature has formed to herd together. 
They begin to feparate from the reft of the 
community, and affemble in great numbers 
at taverns, town-meetings and convenuons. 
At this period they are affected with violent 
convulfions, and difturb the whole fociety 
with their politcal brayings. This marks 
the fecond flage of their transformation. 
The third is the period in which they are 
tamed, which is eafily effected in confe- 

uence of the weakneis occationed by their 
former convulfions. At lait (fome fooner, 
others later) they grow not only fearlely of 
flavery, but fond of becoming the victims 
of its chain. When they have proceeded 
thus far, their transformation, as to mind 
and bodv, is complete. They grow calm 
and induftrious ; willing to work out the 
intereft of our debt at the rate of fifteen per 
cent andon the compound plan of intereft, 
and fcarcely murmur at maintaining a large 
number of fpeculators which ftand in the 
fame relation to thefe as thofe they call ne- 
gro drivers in the Weft-Indies do to the 
blacks and in one word, they far ex- 
ceed the Africans for flaves. 

On the whole then it appears that thefe 
creatures have become very ufeful to thefe 
ttates that they iprang ap felf-created, 
or rather felf-tiansformed into 2nimals of 
fuch public utility that though their 
change was noify, turbulent and ttoublefome, 
yet their fervitud- is now quiet, profiable, 
and conftant. On this ground I think they 
require the nurturing care of the public, 
eipecial y the legiflatures : for by proper 
attention I doubt noc but they and their po- 
fterity may be kept as hewers of wood and 
draw: rs of water forever. 

But as this country is rapidly increafing 
itsnumber offuch inhabitants as want flaves 
in their ervice as there will probably 
come amorg us many foreign gentlemen 
who cannot do without them, [ would pro- 
poie the following meafures as well to in- 
creafe their number as to pre.erve their pre- 
fent tranquillity. 

I. Thatour debt Rill remain unfunded, 
and that the iame meatures be invariably 
purfued in future, in regard to the payment 
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both of principal and intere, as have hi- 
therto been in regard to the intereft that 
has been paid. 


Il. That whenever any perfon or per- 
fons who have the love and confideace of 
this breed grow clamourous to have more 

aper bills emitted, that a large fum be 
immediately ftruck off and fent inte circu- 
lation, forit will have the fame happy eff- 
e& that our laftemiffioa did 25 mentioned 


above. 


IIf. ‘That all our black flaves be immedi- 
ately fer at liberty, fo that the white ones 
may have a fair opportunity to fhew their 
fuperior ufeiulacis ia their new ation. 


IV. That the legiflatures inftitute fix ho- 
lidays for them aanually, which fhall be 
contidered as the anniverfary of the ( ON- 
VENTION. Toe reaion of my propoling 
bat ix anwaal holidays for them, while the 
Bri:ith aliow themrs welve, is becauie ours 
are not half fo apt to be turbulent uader 
their flavery as their biethren in Britain. 
Perhaps it might ai.o be proper to allow 
them a qaaatity of whkey to drink the 
health, aid in future the memory of thole 
figes wie patriouim they commemo- 
rate. 


VY. That a number of men of voluble 
tonzues be fecretly employed to harangue 
them o1 holidays oa fuch political topicks 
at fhali beft tead to keep them on in their 
preieat delufive notions of liberty. 


I am aware that the curious part of my 
readers will wonder why this breed grows, 
or rather trans'orms, {pontaneoufly in Am- 
erica, while st requires the molt confum- 
mate art to effect tue iame thing among our 
owa kia in Britain, I would gladiy tarnith 
fome abler pen with a clue to purfue this 
enquiry. { find by the fame hitturian who 
furntthed me with the iaicoductory prt of 
thi, paper, that {uch a kind of beings were 
a part of thenativesof America: and it ts 
réatonable to conclude that ever, foil proda- 
ces things natural to it-more readily, as.

HAT a magift:ate, the executor of 

tic laws, fhouid have a power to im- 

prion a citizen, to deprive the men he 
dates Of his libesty upou isivouous pietences, 
and to leave ins isiend unpunifiied, not- 
witht nding the fliongeft pro 1s ot his guilt, 
1S ati CiTOr aS COMMON as It 1S coutarary to 
the end of iociety, which is pes ional iecuriiy. 

IMPRISONMENT is a puniff ment, 
which differs tiom ail others in this parti- 
cular, that it neceflarily precede: convitti- 
On; but this difference aoes not deftroy a 
cilcumftance, which is effential, and ccm- 
mon to it with all other punifhments, «.=, 
that it fhould never be infliéted, but when 
ordained by the law. ‘The law thould 
therefore determine the crime, the pre- 
fumpticn, and the evidence {ufficient to iub- 
ject the acculed to in pri.onment and ¢>a- 
mination, Public rejest, his flight, his 
extrajudicial confefice, that of an accom- 
plice, menaces, and his conftant enmity 
with the perfon injured, the cireumftances 
of the crime, and fuch other evidence, may 
be fufficient to juftity the impritnoment of a 
citizen. But the nature of this evidence 
fhould be cetermined ey the jaws, and not 
by the magittrates, whofe decrees are al- 
ways contiary to ,Olitical liberty, when they 
are nor particules applications of a general 
maxim © the public code. When punifb- 
ments become Icis horrible ; when compaffion 
and humanity tha!! penetrate the ison gates 
of pritons and direc the cruel and inexorable 
mini rs Of juitice, the jaws may then be 
jati.ficd with wesker evidence for im- 
prifonment. 

A PEKSOWN accu'ed, imprifoned, tried 
and acquiited, ovelt nortote branded with 
any degree of intimy Amorg the Ro- 
mans, we fee that many, accuied Of very 
great crimes and afterwrids declared jnro- 
cent, were repetition Ly the pecpie and 
herowmed with emyplovmerts jn the ficie. 
Liutwhy is the fate o: an mnocent peitoa .o 
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different in this age? It is, becaufe the. 
prefent fyftem of penal laws prefents to our 

minds an idea of power rather than of juftice. 

It is, becaufe the accufed and convitted are 

thrown indifcriminately into the fame pri- 

fon; becaufe imprifonment is rather a pun- 

whment, than a means of fecuring the per- 

fon of the accufed; and becaufe the interior 

power, which defends the laws, and the ex, 

terior, which defends the throne and king~ 

dom are feparate, when they fhould be uni- . 
ted. Ifthe firft were (under the common 

authority of the laws) combined with the 

right of judging, but not, however, imme- 

Giateiy dependant on the mzgiftrate, the 

pomp that attends a military corps, would 

take off the infamy ; which like ail popular 

opinions, is more attached to the maoner 

and torm, than to the thing itfelf; as may 

be feen in military imprifonment, which, in 

the common opinion, is not fo diigraceful 

as the civil. But the barbarity and ierocity 

of our anceftors the hunters of the nor:h, ftill 

i b.f among the , eopic, incu: ecfcms ard 
our laws, which are always feveral ages be-~ 

hind the a€tual refinemeuts of a nation.

But it is propofed as a ftaple for 
exportation, or as money to fend 
abroad to Europe, and even the 
Levant, and the Eaft-Indies, for 
making remittances in commerce. 
lf the fifhery becomes a remit- 
tance of g00,cool. per annum, and 
the rice 4co,cool. this of filk 
might be brought to that perfeéti- 
on in 1g years as to become an 
annual remittance of more than 
thefe two articles, with the tobac- 
co joined tothem. It is prefumed 
that no bulinefS, culture or manu- 
facture can be adopted in New- 
England, and indeed throughout 
America, which yields fo much 
for foreign commerce. It would 
be acertain bafis for an immenfe 
trade. It is worthy therefore the 
attention of the hufbandman and 
merchant, and indeed of the whole 
public, of every clafs, order and 
defcription. 

It is hoped fuch a plan will be 
adopted and carried into execution, 
asit might be done with very litrle 
expence. Private perions ought 
to be encouraged in raifing mul- 
berry nurferies, of which tnere are 
already feveral in different parts ; 
and particularly in the ftate of 
Connecticut. 

Mr. NATHANIEL ASPIN- 
WALL, full of the fpirie of the 
filk culture, has for this end plant- 
ed a large nurfery of fifty thou- 
fand trees in New-Haven, and an- 
other in Kenfington, and is pro- 
ceediag in this laudable work. 
Thofe which are fit for tranfplant- 
ing this {pring he is difpofing of, 
and fells them for three-pence a- 
piece.

The 
talk you give us fhall be read to 
our people; and what your heart 
wifhes that we will do. 

I and our people have come a 
long way.—We have fcen you and 
our hearts are rejoiced and flraight. 
I have not come as a fnake in the 

grafs with a forked tongue. I am 
come as a man, and hope to be re- 
ceived by men. Whatl fay I will 
fiand by and {tupport. 

My father or mytfelf, nor none 
of ovr people have ever, as yet, 
walked on the Spaniard’s ground, 
or taken them by the hand, nor 
fhall-we ever do it.

I hope to live and be a 
man and a warrior. 

The Gevernor’s Anfwer. 

Friends and Brothers, 

J rake you by the hands, becaufe 
you have always been friends with 
us, and have never made war a- 
painfi us. 

it is many years fince any of your 
people have been in Charletton, 
and now you are come again, we 
are glad to fee you, and hope the 
path will always be ftratght be- 
tween us. 

] am glad to know by your talk, 
that you and the Chickefaws are 
one people; they are great war- 
riors, and have always been our 
friends—they have fought with us 
againtt other Indians. 
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Iam forry the Creeks have~kil- 
led fome our people, and made 
you take fuch a round about path 
to come to us; if the Creeks fhould 
make war againft us, our beloved 
men to the northward will fend us 
a great many men to fight, and we 
fhall foon kill a great many of them 
and drive them from their coun- 
try. 

I thank you for your offer to 
fight our battles againft the Creeks, 
but cannot think of fuffering your 
men to be killed for us, and we fit 
ftill—Nui ifwe want you we will 
fend for you and give you powder, 
bullets and good guns, and we will 
gg and fight together; then we fhali 
be brothers and love one another. 

Brother Spokahomo, 

I am very glad to fee you, and 
to hear the talk from the great war- 
rior your father, and thank him 
for the good talk he hath fent by 
youtome. I hope your people 
will be friends, and the path 
ftraight between us, as long as trees 
grow upon the ground and the wa- 
tersrun inthe river; and that you 
will not liften to any bad talk a- 
gainft us, and with you and all the 
red people may live in peace with 
one another. 

I am glad to fee and receive you 
as a man, becaufe you tell me you 
come asa manand not asa fnake 
in the grafs; 1 belicve what you 
fay you will ftand by and aé& like 
a man and a warrior.

On Saturday night, in the above ftorm, 
the fchooner Mary, from’ Bilboa, bound to 
this port, Was caft away upon Tinker’s ifl- 
and (near Marblehead) and all on board 

erifhed. The fchooner and cargo is ertire- 
fy loft. The bodies of the Captain (Tho- 
mas Davis, belonging to Gloucefter) the 
mate, and cook, have fince been taken up 
on the ifland and decently interred. 

Several other veficls we hear were unfors 
tunately caft away in the above ftorm, but 
do not learn whether any lives were loft.
